Snow; Traffic Halted; Most Stores Closed 


The heav iest snow storm in recent y ears struck Salem 
Friday , causing at least one fatality and completely paraly z­ 
ing the city . 
Mrs. J ulia Dav is, 6 7 , of 6 88 E. Sev enth st died suddenly 
of a heart attack at 5 p. m. Friday while sweeping snow in 
front of her home. 
• 
A state of emergency was called today by May or Harry 
M. Vincent as the entire city and outly ing districts were in­ 
undated under two feet of snow, with more falling steadily . 
U. S. Weather Bureau reported an ex pectancy of at 
least 30 inches before the snow stops. 
Medical supplies, food and snowbound nurses were de­ 
liv ered to the Salem City Hospital on the back of a firetruck 
early today . 
At the hospital, where an abov e av erage number of pa­ 
tients was being taken care of, two phy sicians and night 
nurses are stay ing ov ernight to help combat the situation. 
Student nurses and other nearby residents v olunteered 
help. 
Harold A. Zealley reported all surgery ex cept emer­ 
gency was cancelled today , but otherwise ev ery thing was 
normal. The Andalusia dairy deliv ered milk and bread to 
the hospital. 
Operations were reported about normal at the Central 
Clinic. 
Fire Chief Vincent L. Malloy had called all off-tum 
firemen and held ov er the night shift crew to giv e their as­ 
sistance. 
Firemen plowed through the snow at 8 :30 a. m. to answer 
a call to the Arbaugh bldg., E. State and N. Lincoln av e, 
where a smoking furnace had caused a scare fire. 
May or Vincent and city council’s streets committee 
trudged through the streets by foot to work out a program 
at clearing E. State st. The city ’s only snowplow was snow­ 
bound at the city ’s serv ice station for awhile. 
Salem was almost completely isolated from the rest of 
the world by road, as all roads" were completely choked. 
Trucks, buses and other v ehicles were reported abandoned 
on the roads in the area. The bus terminal here reported the 
last bus to reach Salem was around midnight. 
State highway patrol said that trucks hav e been left on 
the main state routes—224 , 14 , 6 2 and 30—and all roads were 
impassable to and from all sections of town. 
All city councilmen are at City Hall to deal with the 
emergency . 
City firemen are helping to transport nurses and sup­ 
plies to the hospitals. 
As late as noon today all highway s in and out of Salem 
were closed. In short, the city was isolated. Highway snow­ 
plows are ex pected to cov er the main roads in due time.

Self-Reliance 
dilemma of American cities caug ht be­ 
tw een the threat of atomic destruction 
and the inability of federal g ov ernment to 
g iv e them a cut-and-dried p rog ram will g et 


worse before it can g et better. 
Ev en if the federal g ov ernment doubled 
and redoubled its energ ies in this resp ect, the 
cities still would not be satisfied with the 
result. 
The fact is that atomic w arfare has 
challeng ed municip al g ov ernment to show a 
deg ree of self-reliance hig her than it has been 


accustomed to show. 
If there were to be an atomic bomb drop ­ 


p ed on an American city , all the p ap er-shuf­ 
fling and m aster-minding of which federal 
bureaucracy is cap able when g iv en a big ap ­ 
p rop riation would not sav e a sing le life or 
reliev e an iota of human suffering . The re­ 
sp onsibility in that ev ent would be on the 
shoulders of local p ersons coordinated by lo­ 


cal g ov ernment. 
It would do no g ood then to beseech 
W ashing ton for help , esp ecially if Washing ­ 
ton itself had been bombed. 
It would do no 
m ore g ood than it would do to ask W ash­ 
ing ton what to do in case of a g eneral fire 
alarm. 
There either would be an unp rece- 
cedented amount of self-reliance shown, or 
there would be the chaos and confusion 
which municip alities are afraid of. 
If it 
hap p ened, the resp onsibility would be theirs: 
Thev had better learn to bear with it now. 


■p ARLY in January the 8 2nd 
Cong ress will receiv e a p ro­ 
p osal for a “shuffle” of 14 House 
seats to p rov ide more equitable 
^rep resentation for a p op ulation 
that has increased by 
19 ,028 ,08 6 
since 1940. 
Under the Cong ressional Ap ­ 
p ortionment Act, the President 
is required to rep ort during the 
first week of the reg ular session 
the number of rep resentativ es to 
which each state is entitled. His 
rep ort will be based on the final 
count of the 17th decennial cen­ 
sus, which was submitted to him 
Nov. 2. 
The President’s ap p ortionm ent 
will hav e no bearing on the ses­ 
sions of the 8 2nd Cong ress. Ad­ 
justm ents will be made for the 
8 3rd. meeting for the first time 
in 1953. Cong ress has 15 day s after 
receiv ing the official census totals 
to enlarg e the House member­ 
ship by the necessary 14 seats. If 
it does not do so, reap p ortion­ 
ment on the basis of the p resent 
435 members is automatic. 
The record increase in the 10- 
y ear p eriod ending Ap ril 1, 1950, 
raised the nation’s p op ulation to 
150,69 7,361. 
On the 435-member basis, Cali­ 
fornia’s deleg ation 
in 
the 8 3rd 
Cong ress would be as larg e as 
Pennsy lv ania’s—long the second 
larg est—for the first time. Both 
would hav e 30 Rep resentativ es, a 
g ain of 7 for California and a loss 
of 3 
for 
Pennsy lv ania. 
New 
York would lose 2 seats but still 
would hav e the larg est deleg ation 
with 43. 
Sev en states would g ain seats 
and nine would lose one or more. 


Actually , only four states—A r­ 
kansas. Mississip p i, North Dakota 
and Oklahoma—declined in p op u­ 
lation but the nationwide increase 
was so g reat that some states, 
while g aining , did not add enoug h 
to hold seats they now hav e. 
Besides California, states g am­ 
ing would be Florida, Mary land, 
Michig an, Tex as, 
Virg inia 
and 
Washing ton. Florida would g ain 
two seats, the others one each. 
Losers, in addition to Pennsy l­ 
v ania and New York, would be 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Il­ 
linois, Kentucky , Mississip p i and 
Tennessee. Each would lose one 
seat with the ex cep tions of Mis­ 
souri and Oklahoma, which would 
lose two ap iece. 
Desp ite a p op ulation loss, North 
Dakota 
would 
retain 
its 
two 
House seats. 
Reap p ortionment 
would 
in­ 
crease the Virg inia deleg ation to 
the 10 members it had in the orig ­ 
inal Constitutional ap p ortionment 
(of 65 House seats). Virg inia has 
had as many as 
23 
seats 
but 
drop p ed to nine with the 1930 
census. The only other of the orig ­ 
inal 13 states showing a chang e, 
Mary land, would g ain one seat for 
a total of sev en—one more than 
its 178 3 
constitutional 
ap p or­ 
tionment. 
The House has not increased 
its membership since 1910. If it 
does not do so in January , the 
clerk will notify g ov ernors and 
state 
leg islatures 
to 
make ¿.he 
necessary chang es in state dis­ 
tricts in time for the 1952 elec­ 
tions.

J N THE Ohio Chamber of Commerce fore­ 
cast for 1951 p ublished m conjunction 


with its rev iew of 1950, a source of waste in 
State sp ending is p m-p ointed. 
The Cham ber charg es that “some sec­ 
tions of the state hav e been p rofiting hand­ 
somely by means of deliberately dep ressed 
local tax v aluations at an enormous cost to 
the state treasury and to the serious detri­ 
m ent of other tax ing districts which hav e 
been bearing an inordinately heav y share of 
the ex p ense. The munk ip alit.es, p articularly , 
hav e been the v ictims of an unev en tax base 
and a m aldistribution of state g rants-m-aid.” 
This is a timely comment on a source of 
waste in Ohio tax ation. 
Throug hout the 
state, automatic real p rop erty reap p raisals 
hav e been finished. 
They will be the tax - 
v aluation basis for the nex t six y ears. 
They 
are not, unfortunately , uniform. 
In many 
instances p rev ious inequities hav e merely 
been p erp etuated by the* reap p raisals. 
Yet, 
they will be the basis for g rants-to-aid at the 
ex p ense of counties which hav e used a more 
reasonable basis of v aluation. 
There are only two p ossible ev olutions to 
a shortag e of tax income—to increase tax es 
and to make hotter use of tax es already being 
collected. 
Until Ohio makes better use of 
tax es already be ng collected, any increase of 
tax ation is out of the question.

“Some time ag o we ex amined 
the body of a woman who had 
cleaned a dress with carbon tetra­ 
chloride in the bathroom, a small 
sp ace without 
v entilation; 
she 
succumbed to the fumes of this 
comp ound.” 
Now this is a serious situation 


flammable cleaning solutions. 
These cleaning fluids are p er­ 
fectly safe if used with intelli­ 
g ent care. But more caution is 
needed. In order to av oid the dan­ 
g er from fumes from those solu 
tions 
which contain 
p oisonous 
chemicals, cleaning jobs should be 
done 
out-of-doors 
where 
the 
fumes can quickly escap e. 
It has been recommended also 
that cleaning with inflammable 
fluids should be done on moist, 
cloudy day s, and that the con­ 
tainer of the fluid should be kep t 
on the g round in order tu av oid 
any sp arks from static electricity . 
It seems obv ious that a p erson 
using a cleaning 
fluid 
which 
mig ht p ossibly catch fire, should 
also be ex trem ely careful not to 
lig ht matches nor to smoke any ­ 
where near the fluid.

Abuse Of Political Ethics I n U.S. 


TTAS THE CODE of 
American p olitics 
ethics in 
deterior­ 
ated? The answer dep ends to a 
larg e ex tent on what p eriod in 
p olitical history is used as a y ard; 
stick of measurement. 
Thus, the rev elation this week 
of a letter written 
by the late 
President Franklin D. Roosev elt, 
in which he asked three ambassa­ 
dors to resig n in order to do p o­ 
litical camp aig ning and g av e them 
the p romise that they would hav e 
their jobs back or the equiv alent 
thereof when the camp aig n was 
ov er, has occasioned considerable 
discussion. 
Perhap s 
this letter 
would not hav e attracted as much 
attention were it not for the fact 
that, in the recent New York state 
g ubernatorial 
camp aig n, 
Gov ­ 
ernor Dewey was 
v ehemently 
criticized because he p romised a 
state job to the then Lt. Gov. Joe 
Hanley in the ev ent the latter 
was unsuccessful in his forthcom­ 
ing 
contest 
for 
United States 
senator. 
Mr. Roosev elt’s letter is p art of 
a comp ilation entitled “F.D.R.: His 
Personal Letters,” to be p ublished 
by Duell, Sloan & Pearce. ‘Ad­ 
dressed to 
Breckinridg e 
Long , 
then American 
ambassador to 
Italy , in February 1936, it reads 
in p art as follows: 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


“As y ou know, I want y ou here 
during the whole of the camp aig n. 
I hop e, too, that Bowers and Bul­ 
litt and p robably Cudahy among 
the ambassadors and two or three 
among the ministers will do like­ 
wise. This inv olv es resig ning , be 
cause all of us here are ag reed 
that it is not wise to retain ‘he 
titles and be activ e in camp aig n 
work. You know, and the others 
too, that after Nov ember I shall 
w ant y ou ag ain to be p art of the 
adm inistration.” 
IT WAS IN the early p art of 
the century that another p resi­ 
dent—Theodore Roosev elt — was 
attacking the big corp orations for 
their activ ities in p olitics, and 
cong ress in 1909 amended the fed­ 
eral code as a first step to­ 
ward cleaning up p olitical p rac 
tices. Other leg islation followed 
and then came the Federal Cor­ 
rup t Practices Act of 1925, which 
not only p rohibits any cong res­ 
sional candidate from making any 
p romise of rew ard throug h ap ­ 
p ointment “of any p erson to any 
p ublic or p riv ate p osition or em­ 
p loy ment” in order to g et p oliti­ 
cal sup p ort, but also sp ecifically 
p rov ides: 
“It is unlawful for . . . ar.y of­ 
ficer or emp loy ee of the United 
States, or any p erson receiv ing

It will be observ ed that this 
law and later leg islation p assed 
by Cong ress—notably the Hatch 
Act—dealt with emp loy ees in or 
candidates for federal offices. 
In the case of Gov ernor Dewey , 
he was not connected with the 
federal g ov ernment and so would 
not be sp bject to this statute. 
Likewise, it is not clear from 
the famous Hanley letter whetner 
the job p romised was mentioned 
as a means of inducing Mr. Han­ 
ley not to run for the g ov ernor­ 
ship rather than as a p romise of 
rew ard for p olitical sup p ort.

G 
ENERAL MacArthur's amazing flight to­ 
day to the Yalu river, 60 miles behind 
enemy lines and over known Red fighter 
nests, was not a spur-of-the-moment capnce. 
He said he had been considering it for 
some time. 
He is the first supreme commander in 
history to calmly fly far into enemy terri­ 
tory and examine the objectives of the offen­ 
sive. 
He coolly c rcled the areas where tho 
Chinese Commun sts have been the most 
sensitive to the approach of any aircraft 
The flight was made in an unarmed pri­ 
vate plane in brilliant sunlight shortly aft­ 
er 2 p. m. 
‘That,” said Maj. Gen. Courtney Whit­ 
ney, one of MacArthur’s aides, “ is what I 
would call thumbing your nose at the Chi­ 
nese.” 
“ That,” a correspondent replied, “ is what 
I would call pushiny your luck a little.” 
MacArthur apparently is completely fear­ 
less. Or else he has such complete confidence 
in his own lucky star that it never occurred 
to him that to take a Constellation over a 
h i ve of 600-mile-an-hour jets might be 
immensely dangerous. 
This is the way it felt and looked.

THE “ SCAP,” MacArthur’s own plane,

“ We are going to reconnoitre the Yalu 
river,” Whitney said, “ and the Suiho dam 
and tnything else that looks interesting ”

Men hav e resig ned from the fed­ 
eral g ov ernment to become candi­ 
dates for the U. S. senate and 
membership in the House of Rep ­ 
resentativ es. In some instances 
they hav e returned to 
federal 
serv ice after their defeats, and 
the p ublic has g otten the imp res­ 
sion that some sort of deal had 
been arrang ed whereby the ad­ 
ministration would send out cer­ 
tain men to contest local elections, 
and in the event of defeat they 
would be g iv en back their jobs 
or similar p osts. Any 
such be­ 
hav ior is, of course, contrary to 
the sp irit as well as the letter of 
the Federal Corrup t p ractices act.

THE PLANE headed north toward Sinui-

IT HOLDS the Yalu in a vise and forms 
an icy lake 60 miles long. This is the fourth 
largest dam in the world and almost as large 
as Boulder dam or the Grand Coulee. It sup­ 
plies power for big industrial cities in both 
Manchuria and North Korea. 
It is a big white sitting duck for a block* 
buster bomb. 
From Suiho we flew over the high mount­ 
ains, the snow capped spine of Korea, to 
Changjin and Pujon reservoirs.

links in the great J apanese-built hydraulic 
complex of North Korea.

and still today. 
This is the area where the Marine^ have 
been fighting and pushing steadily north and 
west trough snow and cold.

The Yalu followed a tor­ 
tured. twisting course,

At lunch we began to relax and talk a- 
bout the trip.
